One of Circleville s most historic 
landm arks changed ownership F ri­ 
day. 
It 
is

insignificant broking 
brick building located in an al­ 
leyway between East Main and 
Franklin streets. 
The drab old building, situated 
directly to the rear of the Thornp- 
son-Leach auto agency, was 
pur­ 
chased Friday by HSideburn M ar­ 
tin from the Columbus and South­ 
ern Ohio Electric Co.

IT WAS FROM this old building 
that Circleville first became aw are 
of electricity and its many uses. 
And it was this sam e building 
which gave Circleville the distinc­ 
tion of having been the first city in 
the world lighted by incandescent 
street lamps. 
Back in 1884, the building 
was 
purchased 
by 
an 
organization 
known as the Circleville Edison Il­ 
luminating Co., and a steam gen­ 
erating plant was installed 
Charles Gilmore, m anager 
of 
the Circleville office of the Col 
urn bus and Southern Ohio Flee- 
trie Co., said the generator was 
in use in the building until 1891, 
when 
it 
was 
moved 
to 
West 
Mound street. 
The 
old 
generator, 
long-since 
scrapped, was capable of produc­ 
ing only IOO kilowatts of electricity 
with which to illuminate the carbon 
street lights. 
In 1891, a corporation in which 
Dr. Howard Jones was a leader, 
bought the system and called it the 
Pickaway Light and Power Co. It 
was then that the unit was moved 
from the building now purchased 
by Martin and set up on W e s t 
Mound street, to be operated 
in 
conjunction with an organization 
which had supplied the city 
with 
artificial gas lighting for 
m a n y 
years.

WASHINGTON — If htotory'z 
biggest gift to mapmakers. Chris­ 
topher Columbus, wert alive to­ 
day, he’d probably get quite a 
charge out of developments in a 
"new” science called photogram- 
metry. 
Photogrammetry is aerial map­ 
ping—and the exciting work close­ 
ly affects us In our dally lives as 
taxpayers and citizens. 
Prom Montana to Mozambique, 
from Kansas to Korea, the air­ 
bound mapmakers are busier than 
one 
armed 
paperhangers. 
They 
are Influencing foreign p o l i c y , 
helping build highways, bridges, 
railroads and dams In a fraction 
of the time and cost formerly 
necessary. 
They a l s o are counting thou­ 
sands and thousands of trees with 
rn single snap of their shutters and 
they're re-discovering lost veins 
of precious minerals, as well as 
locating the best sites for camps 
for the Boy Scouts Even ministers 
are using aerial maps to locate 
new church members! 
That Is only a few of the thou­ 
sands of hitherto unsuspected us# 
for maps of the aerial variety. 
Most Important, they are saving 
the taxpayers millions of dollars 
and are saving the lives of hun­ 
dreds, perhaps thousands, of sol­ 
diers fighting in Korea. 
AJthough it is exactly IOO years 
old, photogrammetry has c o m a 
Into Its own only after World War 
II. French scientists first compiled 
map data from photos In 1852, but 
the science was of little practical 
value until the airplane came along 
to provide a superlative camera 
platform for them. 
The exact role of aerial map­ 
ping in Korea Is censored but a 
good Idea <tt Its crucial importance 
can be gained from the part it 
played In the Invasion of France 
during World War II.

PR ESIDEN T TRUMAN’S request for an 
additional $6 billion to continue atomic re­ 
search faces less opposition in Congress 
than m ost of the President’s appropriation 
estim ates. To conv ert these billions into fis­ 
sionable m aterials, of which atomic bombs 
are m ade, will not be an ov ernight job.

NOW In the time to be on guard 
•gainst carbon monox ide poison­ 
ing. 
Cold weather alway s brings in­ 
creased danger from inhaling air 
fouled 
by automobile ex hausts 
and faulty heating equipment. 
There are fewer cases of carbon 
monox ide poisoning In summer, 
since the windows are usually 
open and v entilation Is adequate. 
Giv es No Warning 
Carbon monox ide is odorless, 
tasteless, and colorless, so it is 
nev er safe to walt for ex haust 
fumes to warn us. Some sources 
of carbon monox ide giv e no odor.! 
Besides, most city dwellers be­ 
come accustomed to s certain 
amount of ex haust fumes In the 
winter. 
Many people lose their liv es 
ev ery y ear by inhaling carbon 
monox ide from their own auto­ 
mobiles. It is likely that an ap­ 
preciable number of fatal auto 
accidents are due, directly or in­ 
directly , to some degree of carbon 
monox ide poisoning. They occur 
when the driv er Is ov ercome by 
poisonous 
fumes, 
or 
becomes 
drowsy and loses control of the 
car. 
Dangeroos in Garage 
Running the motor in a closed 
garage 
is 
dangerous. 
Usually 
enough carbon monox ide is gtv en 
off by running a motor fiv e min­ 
utes In a small closed garage, to 
produce headache, sleepiness, or 
ev en coma. 


It is v ery important to prev ent 
the seepage of carbon monox ide 
inside 
trucks, 
passenger 
cars 
and b isses. Tile ex haust sy stem 
should be checked carefully . Nor­ 
mally , carbon monox ide escapes 
harmlessly through the ex haust 
pipe of the car. Adequate v entila­ 
tion In all cars is also an essen­ 
tial health precaution. In the 
home, an improperly Installed 
and poorly serv iced gas heater 
may also cause such poisoning. 
Causes Suffocation 
Why Is carbon monox ide so 
dangerous to life? When this gas 
Is Inhaled. It combines chemically 
, with the red blood cells. This pre­ 
v ents the blood from carry ing 
ox y gen and the person suffocates, 
! ev en though there may be plenty 
of ox y gen In the air. 
A person with carbon monox ide 
poisoning is generally in a coms, 
and his skin is cherry -red. Treat­ 
ment consists 
in immediately 
! placing the person In the fresh 
air and giving artificial 
respira­ 
tion lf he has trouble in breath­ 
ing.

In sev ere cases, there may be 
a swelling and pressure of the 
brain which can prev ent lecov ery . 
: This makes It doubly Important 
! to foresee the danger and take 
I steps for safety .

One cure for mounting unemployment is 
for the governm ent to speed up the defense 
assem bly lines. Another suggestion is for 
unem ploym ent to run its normal course 
through declines in prices, costs and w ages 
until the deflationary trend has stimulated 
consumer demand. That would be the most 
dangerous course for a politician to 
es­ 
pouse. The nation’s economy and politics 
seem to be geared to more and more in­ 
flation. 


ATOMIC PROGRESS 
PR E SID E N T TRUM AN’S request for an 
additional $6 billion to continue atomic re­ 
search faces less opposition in Congress 
than m ost of the President’s appropriation 
estim ates. To convert these billions into fis­ 
sionable m aterials, of which atomic bombs 
are m ade, will not be an overnight job. 
The program now outlined will take 
five 
years. 
Within that period, it is pr dieted, 
the 
United States will be turning out several 
hundred atom 
b o m b s , atom shells and 
atom warheads every year. Congress and 
the m ilita r y are agreed there must be an 
am ple supply of atomic bombs to bomb 
military objectives in Russia in event of 
war. 
There is universal acceptance of the fact 
that if war com es it will be atomic war. 
Many m ilitary and civilian officials 
are 
convinced war can be averted if this na­ 
tion has a preponderance of a t o m i c 
strength. 
If such 
strength is not m ade 
available, it will not be for lack of billions 
to finance the program. 


Certain com m entators, actors, directors 
and writers are finding it extrem ely diffi­ 
cult to get em ploym ent in the m ovies, ra­ 
dio and television. Employers find t h a t 
their presence on any picture or program 
encounters excessive sales resistance and 
that therefore any product with which they 
are associated is defective from a business 
' standpoint. 


This is altogether true of two categories: 
those who have been exposed as Com m u­ 
nist Party m em bers at hearings of t h e 
House Com m ittee on U$-American A ctiv­ 
ities and those who have taken avdantage 
of the Fifth Am endm ent to refuse to an­ 
swer questions. While the Fifth A m end­ 
ment is one of our greatest rights, nam ely, 
| that a person m ay not be required to in­ 
criminate himself, public opinion accepts 
such a plea as 
equivalent to admitting 
guilt. 


Another group, curiously, that finds 
it 
difficult to get em ploym ent in the motion 
picture industry arc those who since 1947 
have been testifying before Congressional 
com m ittees. The so-called statesm en of 
that industry apparently take the position 
that those who disclosed the Communists 
have em barrassed them and should be pun­ 
ished. Many of them are actually unem ­ 
ployed. 


The Authors’ League, which is a sort of 
writers’ trade union, has addressed a let­ 
ter to Wayne Coy, chairman of the Fed­ 
eral Communications Commission, protest­ 
ing the Black List. This document is signed 
by Rex Stout, as president, and announces 
a com m ittee consisting of him self as chair­ 
man, Oscar Hammerstein 2nd, John Her­ 
sey and Elm er Rice, which, while it op­ 
poses blacklisting, takes no position on 
Communism. 


The heart of the document is: 


“ We know, of course, that your attention 
has been repeatedly called to the denial of 
em ploym ent by radio and television 
pro­ 
ducers to individuals because of their al­ 
leged political affiliations or beliefs. 
We 
are aware that the FCC has no power to 
control the em ploym ent policies of spon­ 
sors of radio and television programs. But 
we are also aware that the FCC does have 
power to regulate licensees, whose conduct 
does not serve the public interest. The 
practice of blacklisting has spread to such 
an alarming extent that it has gone far be­ 
yond isolated acts by specific individuals 
and has assum ed the proportions of what 
may properly be characterized as an in­ 
dustry policy, which involves not only spon­ 
sors and producers but networks and in­ 
dividual station licensees, and thus brings 
the matter clearly within the jurisdiction 
of the FCC.” 
Several questions have to be asked here: 
1. Do these gentlem en want the FCC to 
refuse licenses to stations that reject Com­ 
munists? 
2. Does not that put a Communist in a 
privileged position, nam ely, that whereas 
a Republican or a Dem ocrat m ay be re­ 
fused employment, a Communist must be 
given employment if he says that he is a 
Communist? 
3. Must a sponsor accept a Communist 
as a writer, director or actor even if the 
public clearly indicates th a t it w ill r 
the product? 
4. Has the FCC any right, under t 
islation bringing it into existence, tc 
v en t in such a m atter at all? 
One of the issues not raised in this letter 
is “Counterattack” and “ Red Channels”— 
publications which com pile data on the ac­ 
tivities of Communists. A good share of 
their data com es from reports of C o n -

Danger Of Carbon Monoxide

NOW Is the time to be on guard 
against carbon monoxide poison­ 
ing. 
Cold weather always brings In­ 
creased danger from Inhaling air 
fouled by automobile exhausts 
and faulty heating equipment. 
There are fewer cases of carbon 
monoxide poisoning in summer, 
since the windows are usually 
open and ventilation is adequate 


Given No Warning 
Carbon monoxide is odorless, 
tasteless, and colorless, so it is 
never safe to wait for exhaust 
fumes to warn us. Some sources 
of carbon monoxide give no odor. 
Besides, most city dwellers be­ 
come accustomed to a certain 
am ount of exhaust fumes in the 
winter. 
Many people lose their lives 
every year by inhaling carbon 
monoxide from their own auto­ 
mobiles. It is likely that an ap­ 
preciable number of fatal auto 
accidents are due. directly or in­ 
directly, to some degree of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. They occur 
when the driver is overcome by 
poisonous 
fumes, 
or 
becomes 
drowsy and ioaes control of the 
car. 
Dangerous in Garage 


Running the motor in a closed 
garage 
to 
dangerous. 
Usually 
•nought carbon monoxide is given 
off by running a motor five m in­ 
utes In a sm all closed garage, to 
produce headache, sleepiness, or 
even coma. 


I 
It is very important to prevent 
the seepage of carbon monoxide 
inside 
trucks, 
passenger 
cars 
and busses. The exhaust sy.stem 
should be checked carefully. Nor­ 
mally, carbon monoxide escapes 
harmlessly through the exhaust 
pipe of the car. Adequate ventila­ 
tion in ail cars is also an essen­ 
tial health precaution 
In the 
home, an improperly installed 
and poorly serviced gas heater 
may also cause such poisoning. 
Causes Suffocation 
Why is carbon monoxide so 
dangerous to life? When this gas 
is inhaled, it combines chemically 
with the red blood cells. This pre­ 
vents the blood from carrying 
oxygen and the person suffocates, 
even though there may be plenty 
of oxygen in the air. 
A person with carbon monoxide 
poisoning is generally in a coma, 
and his skin is cherry-red. Treat­ 
ment consists 
in im m ediately 
placing the person In the fresh 
air and giving artificial resplra- 
; tion lf he has trouble in breath­ 
in g 
In severe cases, there may be 
a swelling and pressure of the 
brain w hich can prevent lecovery. 
This makes it doubly Important 
j to foresee the danger and taks 
steps for safety.

Jesus collen to follow Him were 
poor, or, at least, l>ke the Asher* 
men, mm who toiled hard for 
their living, Matthew, th# pub* 
bran, was w'ell off, twit he war dis* 
satisfied with his manner of lie* 
m r, and r l^ ty rave up his lucra­ 
tive Job to follow the Master. 
In today's lesson two rich men 
came to Midi, seeking redemp­ 
tion, and the manner in which 
each received the Master s me** 
•ag* is the moral of th* story 
There are men of our day 
(women too) who, because of 
their great wealth, or their wis­ 
dom or eminence in various fields, 
are much aought after for ad­ 
vice by those anxious to succeed. 
Jesus was such a Man. His fame 
had spread throughout the land, 
and many came to Him seeking 
counsel or healing—physical or 
spiritual. 
“And a certain ruler asked Him 
saying. Good Master, what shall 
I do to inherit eternal life?” 
Jesus 
answered 
first, 
"Why 
eallest thou Me good? none is 
good, save one, that is, God." 
Then Jesus reminded the young 
man that he knew the command- 


he chose to go, or did ha con­ 
sciously miss the thing he really 
wanted most— and what he had 
come to Jesus to find? We can­ 
not know. 
In Chapter 1ft Luke tells us of 
another rich man wh » had not ap­ 
proached the Ma«trr, but who evi­ 
dently was curious to see what He 
looked like. "And Jesus entered 
and passed through Jericho. And 
behold, th«re was a man named 
Zacchseus which was the chief 
among the publicans, and he war 
rich.” 
He was a small man. and being 
eager to see Him of whom he had 
heard so much, he climbed up into 
a tree so he could get a good look.

"Zarchseus, m a k e h a s t e , and 
come down, for today I m u s t

They’re 
on a full pay-as-you-go basis and 
at the end of the year won’t owe 
any tax. They just file a 
return 
then. 
Rut several million people, in­ 
cluding wage earners, won t have 
the full tax withheld from them, 
or any tax 
withheld. 
Doctors, 
lawyers, landlords, businessmen, 
tor instance, won't have any tax 
withheld. 
Still, thc government wants them 
to be on as much of a pay-as-you- 
go basis as possible, too. So for 
these people March 15, 1952, is a 
double tax deadline. By that date 
they must; 
1. File a return on their 1951 in 
come tax and pay in full any tax 
owed. 
2. And they must also file 
en 
estimate on what their 195? income 
will be. and what the estimated tax 
on it will be. (This is called “ Dec­ 
laration of Estimated Tax.” ) And 
when 
they 
file 
that 
return 
by 
March 15 they must start paying 
thc first of four quarterly install­ 
ments on what that estimated tax 
is. The other installments are due 
June 15, Sept.

1953.

For example: Say you’re head of 
a household, will 
m ake 
in 
1952 
about $4,950 from which no tax is 
withheld, and you’ll 
claim 
three 
exemptions. 
In the bottom line of the JUNO-ES 
tax table—under the head of house­ 
hold column 
with three exemp 
lions—you ll find your 1952 tax is 
$603. 
You’ll notice that if you were a 
single person, with three exemp 
tints and $4,950 income, your tax 
would be $611.

will have

on a full pay-as-you go basis and 
at the end of the year won’t owe 
any tax. They just file a 
return 
then. 
But several million people, in­ 
cluding wage earners, won’t have 
the full tax withheld from them, 
or any 
tax 
withheld. 
Doctors, 
lawyers, landlords, businessmen, 
tor instance, won't have any tax 
withheld. 
Still, the government wants them 
to he on as much of a pay-as vou- 
basis as possible, too.

Men should be 
able to write and 
speak

fear, and certainly without the fear 
of unemployment. 

Communists 
have been established in our courts 
and before Congressional commit* 
tees as disciplined agents of a for­ 
eign government, now our enemy. 
To Rex Stout. I put this question:
